Creator's Omnipotenca 


(A) Allah Is The Creator of Life and Death, and The 
One Who Gives Life and Causes Death. 

There are numerous Noble Verses which indicate 
that it is Allah -Exalted Be He above all- Who gives 
life and causes death, that people were dead and He 
gave them existence and breathed life into them, and 
that , after they die, He will raise them all from their 
death on the Day of Resurrection - these facts being 
among the evidence for his omnipotence. The Verses 
mention that Allah created life and death that He may 
test people which of them is best in deed. We fmd these 
meanings in more than ten places in the Ever-Glorious 
Qur’an, among which we quote the following: 

2:28. How can you disbelieve in Allah? seeing that 
you were dead and He gave you life. Then He will give 
you death, then again will bring you to life (on the Day 
of Resurrection) and then unto Him you will retum. 

3:156. It is Allah that gives life and causes death. 
And Allah is All-Seer of what you do. 

9:116. Verily, Allah! Unto Him beiongs the 
dominion of the heavens and the earth, He gives life 
and He causes death. 

57:2. His isythe kingdom of the heavens and the 
earth. It is He Who gives life and causes death, and He 
is Able to do all things. 

67:2. Who has created death and life that He may 
test you which of you is best in deed. And He is the All- 
Mighty, the Oft-Forgiving.
